Typhus Fever 
Rate Drops

Endemic typhus fever is an 

acute infectious disease trans­ 
mitted to man hy the bites of 
an infcced ral flea. Unless 
there are fleas in the environ­ 
ment, it is not transmitted 
from person to person. In the 
5-year period, 1946-1950, some 
06 cases with 3 deaths oc­ 
curred in Los Angeles County, 
while in the comparable period 
from 1956-60 the number was 
reduced to 21 cases with no 
deaths.

One case of the disease has 
occurred locally so far this 
year, a reminder that the in­ 
fection is always present (en­ 
demic) in Southern California 
and sporadic outbreaks are al-1 
ways a possibility.

     
THE FORM of the disease 

that occurs in Los Angeles 
County is generally mild and is 
usually rat-borne, although 
other rodents may also be in­ 
fected. When the fleas are 
transmitted to household pets, 
they are usually carried into 
the house and become a men­ 
ace to the human inhabitants. 
Likewise, when infected rats 
are permitted to infest the 
premises the danger of human 
infection is imminent.

Louse-borne or epidemic 
typhus fever occurs only when 
sanitation conditions are ex­ 
tremely poor and where over­ 
crowding in living quarters is 
the rule. This epidemic form 
of the disease is found in many 
parts of the- world including 
certain areas in Mexico, South 
America, Asia, Africa and 
Eastern Europe. Travellers are 
therefore advised to obtain in­ 
oculations against epidemic 
typhus fever when going to 
these areas. This form of typh­ 
us fever, which has killed mil­ 
lions of people throughout the 
years, has not occurred in the 
United States since 1017, at 
which time it was imported 
from Mexico.

     
THE ENDEMIC or flea-borne 

form of the disease that 
occurs in Los Angeles County 
is generally mild, although the 
condition may be serious when 
it occurs in elderly or debili­ 
tated individuals. The fatality 
rate is about two per cent.

Symptoms of illness usually 
appear suddenly In from 6 to 
14 days after infection. High 
fever, chills, headache, and se­ 
vere aches and pains through­ 
out the body are commonly ex­ 
perienced. On the 5th or 6th 
day of illness, a spotcd rash 
generally appears on the body. 
As a rule, the disease clears 
up rapidly afer 2 wctcks of 
fever, but it may result in 
weakness that lasts over a pe­ 
riod of several months, thus 
lowering resistance to other 
maladies. One attack of this 
sickness usually confers immu­ 
nity, but it may not be perma­ 
nent.

Measures for the control of 
typhus fever consist largely 
of rat extermination. Even 
though the rat population of 
Los Angeles County is not 
considered heavy, rat surveys 
are made periodically by 
health officials and rat exter­ 
mination crews go Into action 
whenever it is considered ne­ 
cessary.

The individual may assist In 
the control program by rat- 
proofing his home or other 
buildings, by storing foodstuffs 
and other edible materials in 
ratproof containers, and by 
keeping the premises clear of 
garbage and rubbish. Without 
such fundamental assistance, 
the trapping of rats is of lit- 
tie use in the control of this 
or any other rat-borne disease.
